KILLED BY AN ACTOR 


Actress Murdered In Cold Blood 


By Jealous Lorer. 


REAL TRAGEDY IN THEATRICAL LIFE, 


Both Members of Stock Company at 


Victoria, Theater, Chicago — Mur- 
derer Intended to Kill Himself but 
.Lacked the Nerve—They Quarreled 
and He Wa* Scorned. 
Chicago. June 4.—A real tragedy In 


theatrical life occurred here in which 
Edward Forshay of tfa»»R»s City, an 
actor and theatrical manager, shot 
and killed Miss Edna Stokes, an 
actress, whose home is at Sedalia, 
Mo., with whom he was deeply IE 
lore. Forshay claims to have met 
Miss Stokes in St. Louis six years aco 
when they were both filling an en 
gagement. The couple appeared in 
different cities of the country until 
last fall, when they came to Chicago 
and became members of the stock 
company at the Victoria theater. For- 
shay evidently intended to take his 
life alter killing the woman, for upon 
his person when he was arrested were 
letters bidding farewell to his mother, 
Mrs. 
J. M. Forshay. 1323 Broadway, 


Kansas City. Mo., and another to 
Chief of Police O'Neill of this city. 


The couple engaged in a desperate 


quarrel a few days ago. and Forshay 
is said to have beaten the actress 
badly, cutting her head in two places. 
Miss Stokes gave orders to the pro- 
prietor of the Vernon hotel, where 
she was staying; that Forshay should 
not be admitted to her presence, and 
although he called there twice he was 
compelled by the attendants to leave. 
Later on he called, and the proprietor 
told him he could wait in the parlor, 
where. Miss Stokes would see him. 
She came down from her room and 
the couple talked about 10 minutes, 
when Forshay suddenly drew a re- 
volver and fired two shots, one pass 
ing through the right lung aad the 
other close to the heart. She died al- 
most instantly. After killing the 
woman Forshay ran from the build- 
ing, but was soon recaptured. "When 
taken to the police station Forshay 
said that he intended to kill himself, 
as he could not live without Miss 
Stokes, bat his nerve failed him at 
the last minute.
